To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  oo  the  health  and  health 
services  of  your  district  for  the  year  1962. 

The  first  part  of  the  report  deals  with  the  vital  statistics  as  they 
relate  to  the  Hemsworth  Urban  District  only.  That  part  of  the  report  which 
deals  with  the  personal  health  services  administered  by  me  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council  refers  to  the  division  as  a whole.  The  report  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  deals  with  the  detailed  work  of  his  department  and  the  two 
reports  are  complementary  to  each  other 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  mid  year  population  of  14  530  shows 
an  increase  of  100  over  the  previous  year  whilst  the  number  of  inhabited  houses 
was  fewer  by  13. 

There  were  284  live  births  and  8 still  births  compared  with  corresponding 
figures  of  310  and  7 for  the  previous  year. 

Total  deaths  numbered  175  compared  with  168  in  I96I  and  of  these  8 were  in 
infants  under  1 year.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

A recurrence  of  measles  late  in  the  year  accounts  fdr  250  of  the  282 
notified  cases  of  infectious  diseases. 

The  number  of  newly  notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  fell  to  5 from  12 
in  the  previous  year. 

Although  the  numbers  of  children  attending  the  Fitzwilliam  and  Hemsworth 
Clinics  were  fewer,  in  each  case  they  made  a greater  number  of  attendances 
during  the  year. 

Once  again  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the  ladies 
of  the  clinic  voluntary  committee  and  to  thank  them  for  their  work. 

Increasingly  the  general  practitioners  are  conducting  their  own  Ante-Natal 
Clinics  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  numbers  attending  the  two  clinics  in  the 
urban  area.  Conversely  the  attendance  at  the  relaxation  clinics  has  increased 
and  much  useful  health  education  takes  place  at  these  sessions 

The  presence  of  smallpox  elsewhere  in  the  country  led  to  an  increase 
in  demand  for  vaccination  at  a time  when  such  a procedure  was  contra-indicated* 
By  the  end  of  the  year  the  vaccinal  state  in  the  area  was  considerably  better 
than  for  many  years] 

Fortunately  no  cases  of  smallpox  appeared  in  the  district  in  spite  of 
some  alarms. 

The  nursing  staff  in  their  various  services  have  continued  to  work  with 
that  high  degree  of  professional  skill  expectant  of  them  and  with  sympathy  and 
understanding  that  is  so  important. 
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Co-operation  with  the  general  practitioners  and  with  the  hospital  service 
has  been  good  and  has  been  materially  aided  hy  the  liaison  work  of  the  Health 
Visitors  attached  to  specialist  clinics  and  hy  frequent  discussions  with 
general  practitioners. 

The  rapidly  expanded  Mental  Health  Service  is  now  efficiently  operating 
in  all  fields  envisaged. 

In  the  Chiropody  Service  and  the  Domestic  Help  Service  increasing  demand 
continues  and  with  some  difficulty  continues  to  he  met. 

Throughout  the  report  I have  recorded  my  comments  on  the  statistics 
where  considered  necessary. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  my  staff  for  their  work,  my  colleagues 
for  their  co-operation  and  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  interest  and  support  during  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  approval  my  13th  Annual  Report  in 
which  I review  the  work  of  ny  Department  and  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban 
District  during  19&2. 

Your  district  comprises  the  townships  of  Hensworth,  Kinsley  and  Fitzwilliam, 
extends  over  4,1 63  acres  and  had  a population  of  14,330  in  mid-year,.  The  main 
industry  was  coal  mining  with  the  majority  of  the  male  working  population  employed  in 
the  South  Yorkshire  Coalfield  at  one  or  other  of  several  collieries,  only  one  of  which, 
that  at  Fitzwil lian,  was  within  the  Urban  District, 

The  Report  is  divided  into  four  main  sections:- 

(1 ) Housing  and  G-eneral  Sanitarjr  Administration. 

(2)  Food  Administration  and  Inspection, 

(3)  Air  Pollution, 

(4)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal, 

The  Report  takes  note  of  further  progress  towards  improvements  of  the  sewerage 
systems  of  the  district  and  to  the  G-rove  Lane  Sewage  Works  at  Hemsworth,  It  notes 
the  improvement  of  water  facilities  at  Fitzwilliam  and  the  higher  reaches  at  Kinsley. 

It  also  records  the  closure  of  the  Coke  Oven  Battery  at  Fitzwilliam  and  makes  reference 
to  future  housing  development  within  the  district. 

Some  of  the  information  given  has  been  kindly  supplied  by  other  Departments  of  the 
Council  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr,  Wheater,  ny  assistant,  who  has  recorded  much  of  the 
information  shown.

The  cost  of  repair  works  continued  to  rise  and  gave  concern  to  all  owners  of 
property. 

(i)  Privately  Ovmed  Houses  on  a Weekly  Tenancy. 

Excluding  National  Ccal  Board  houses,  some  000  houses  within  the  district  were 
held  on  a weekly  tenancy.  This  is  a steadily  diminishing  figures  as  owners  tended  to 
sell  houses  when  tenancies  were  surrendered. 


Most  of  the  tenanted  houses  are  of  the  terrace  type,  built  60  and  80  years  ago 
and  comprise  two  bedrooms  at  first  floor  level  with  a living  room  and  scullery  at 
ground  floor  level. 


In  the  majority  of  cases  "facilities"  consisted  of  a cold  water  supply  to  a sink 
in  the  scullery  and  W.C.  accommodation  sited  in  the  rear  yard.  There  was  no  fixed  bath 
and  no  piped  supply  of  hot  water;  rents  were  in  the  region  of  l6/=  to  19/=  per  week. 

New  owner/occupiers  usually  provided  additional  facilities  talcing  advantage  of 
financial  assistance  offered  for  this  purpose  by  the  "Standard  Grant  Scheme"  introduced 
by  the  Government.  Owners  of  tenanted  houses  generally  were  not  prepared  to  do  this 
for  their  tenants  - mainly  on  financial  grounds  - and  there  were  no  powers  of 
enforcement;  while  many  tenants  were  anxious  to  secure  additional  facilities,  account 
had  to  be  taken  of  increased  rents  payable  after  works  of  improvement  and  there  were, 
undoubtedly,  tenants  not  prepared  to  pay  such  an  increase. 

Owners  were,  of  course,  responsible  for  the  repair  of  their  own  properties;  some 
tenants  ma.de  complaint  where  delays  occurred  and  inspections  followed  and  owners  were 
notified  informally  to  expedite  repair  works.  It  was  usually  found  that  works  were  in 
the  hands  of  Local  Contractors  who  were  unable  to  give  them  priority  due  to  pressure  of 
other  business,  but,  no  serious  delays  were  experienced  and  as  all  owners  co-operated 
either  by  instructing  Contractors  or  by  undertaking  the  work  themselves  legal  proceedings 
to  enforce  repair  works  were  not  required. 

The  future  of  51  houses  at  Kinsley,  viz.  New  Ho w and  Outgang  Terrace,  caused  some 
concern.  These  properties  had  been  managed  and  maintained  by  the  National  Coal  Board 
for  a considerable  number  of  years  to  the  31st  December  19&1  and  then  passed  on  to  a 
Rotherham  Estate  Agency.  Extensive  storm  damage  in  February  added  to  the 
difficulties  of  the  new  agents  who  reported  towards  the  end  of  the  year  that  the 
properties  would  again  be  transferred  to  new  ownership  on  the  1st  January  1 9^3. 

Tenancies  held  before  1957  were  controlled  tenancies  with  a rent  limit  in 
operation. 

14  tenants  of  houses  at  Victor  Street,  Kinsley  made  use  of  the  Rent  Act  1957  and 
asked  for  a "Certificate  of  Disrepair",  which  has  the  effect  of  bringing  about  a;  rent 
reduction  until  repair  works  are  carried  out0  The  owner  of  this  property  failed  to 
comply  with  an  undertaking  to  repair  the  houses  within  six  months  and  rent  of  the 

I houses  was  then  reduced.  It  was  rather  surprising  to  find  that  tenants  of  "controlled" 
houses  usually  failed  to  make  use  of  this  procedure. 

(ii)  Council  Ovmed  Houses  and  Bungalows. 

Maintenance  was  undertaken  by  the  Council1 s own  staff  under  the  direction  of  the 
Surveyor,  and  the  department  concerned  worked  under  continual  pressure.  Severe  winds 
in  February  caused  much  property  doomage  requiring  all  the  resources  of  the  Council’s 
Repair  Staff  for  many  weeks.  All  houses  and  bungalows  owned  by  the  Council,  with  the 
exception  of  a small  number  of  old  terrace  type  houses  acquired  in  recent  years,  were 
: provided  with  hot  and  cold  water  facilities,  a bath  and  internal  W.C.  accommodation. 

There  were  100  aluminium  bungalows  among  the  1,700  dwellings  owned  by  the  Council. 

> Recent  research  had  shown  that  there  was  serious  corrosion  in  this  type  of  bungalow 
throughout  the  Country  and  the  Council,  acting  on  this  information,  gave  consideration 
. during  1 962  to  the  replacement  of  the  bungalows  by  the  erection  of  brick  built 
bungalows  on  the  Southnoor  Road  Estate  at  Hensworth. 
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(iii)  National  Coal  Board  Houses. 

Maintenance  of  tenanted  National  Coal  Board  ousos,  almost  all  of  which  were 
sited  at  Fitzwilliam  and  Kinsley,  was  undertaken  by  the  staff  of  the  National  Coal 
Board  Housing  Department  centred  at  Fitzwilliam.  As  in  past  years,  few  compl&ints 
were  received  from  the  tenants  of  those  houses  and  those  received  were  given  prompt 
attention  by  the  Fitzwilliam  Office. 


The  National  Coal  Beard  continued  its  policy  of  improving  its  houses  where 
required,  by  the  provision  of  new  fire  ranges,  hot  and  cold  water  facilities. 

( i v ) Privately  Owned  Dwellings. 

The  development  of  private  estates  in  recent  years  at  Hemsworth  came  to  a halt 
during  1962.  However,  some  plans  were  submitted  by  private  developers  for  new 
estates  and  no  doubt  there  will  be  a futher  development  during  the  next  few  years. 


The  main  source  of  difficulty  under  this  heading  concerned  houses  bought  in 
areas  likely  to  be  scheduled  for  demolition  in  the  near  future.  Prospective  owners 
were  advised  of  the  Council’s  15  year  slum  clearance  programme  when  they  sought 
information  in  this  respect.

( e ) Council  House  Tenancies, 

Other  than  "by  slum  clearance  transfers  and  approved  exchange  tenancies,  a "Points 
Scheme"  introduced  many  years  ago  operated  for  new  tenancies  to  Council's  houses. 
Herasworth,  Kinsley  and  Fitzwillian  each  had  separate  Lists  of  applicants  and  tenancies 
were  made  available  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  "points"  position  held  on  each 
separate  List. 

New  tenants  to  Council  houses  made  their  own  removal  arrangements  and  a fee  of 
PA,  Os.  Od.  v/as  charged,  except  to  aged  persons,  to  meet  the  cost  of  an  inspection  and 
a spray  treatment  of  bedroom  furniture  at  the  Council  house. 

Inspections  of  the  living;  accommodation  of  some  prospective  tenants  were  made  at 
the  request  of  the  Housing  Department  and  reports  submitted  to  the  Housing  Committee 
for  consideration. 

(f ) Moveable  Dwellings. 

There  were  no  licensed  sites  for  caravans  within  the  district. 

A small  site  adjoining  drove  Lane,  Hemswcrth  was  in  use. during  the  winter  months 
by  members  of  the  Showmen’ s Guild  who  possess  a degree  of  privilege  in  respect  of  the 
siting  of  caravans. 

Caravan  dwellers  occupied  roadside  sites  from  time  to  time  during  the  course  of 
travelling  through  the  district,  but  there  were  no  serious  problems  associated  with 
moveable  dwellings  throughout  1 962. 

(g)  Male  L odgirmq  Hous o . 

Two  storey  premises  at  Union  Street,  Hensworth  continued. to  offer  accommodation. 
They  were  registered  for  this  purpose  as  required  by  the  Public  Health  Act  1936. 

Accommodation  was  available  at  first  floor  level  in  two  large  and  one  small ^ 
bedroom;  at  ground  floor  level  a large  room  was  provided  with  a coo  Icing  stove  and 
this  room  was  used  communally.  The  men  provided  their  own  meals ; . they. had  use  of 
hot  and  cold  water  facilities  and  individual  lockers  in  an  adjoining  kitchen,  w.C. 
accommodation  was  sited  in  the  yard  to  the  roar  of  the  premises. 

An  average  number  of  men  occupying  beds  in  1 962  was  23  and  with  one  or  two 
exceptions  they  were  men  who  have  had  accommodation  at  these  premises  for  many  years. 

The  premises  were  privately  owned.  A caretaker  who  occupied  separate  living  1 
accommodation  within  the  building  kept  them  in  a clean  condition  throughout  the  year.

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A wide  variety  of  complaints  were  noted  and  investigated,  and  where  there  was 
cause  for  action,  the  persons  responsible  for  the  abatement  of  any  nuisance  were 
approached.  Reports  of  cholced  drainage,  rat  or  nice  infestations,  infestations  by 
flies  and  other  insects,  defective  and  dangerous  building  structures,  to  nentionibut 
a few,  cone  within  the  meaning  of  the  tern  "a  nuisance".

(b)  Privy  Closets. 

The  three  in  use  at  Royd  Moor,  Kinsley  Green  a.nd  Kinsley  Farm  served  properties 
far  removed  from  the  limits  of  the  Council's  sewers. 


(c)  Cesspools 


66  houses  and  bungalows,  including  the  four  bungalows  built  during  the  year, 
were  drained  either  to  cesspools  or  to  small  sewage  disposal  pleurts.  Many  have  been 
built  in  recent  yea.rs5  and  all  are  sited  beyond  the  present  limits  of  the  Council^ 

sewers. 

The  Council  continued  to  undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools  and  for  this  purpose 
a mechanical  cesspool  emptier  wa,s  in  regular  service.  Cesspool  contents  we  re  disposed 
of  on  to  disused  tipping  land  at  Rotherham  Road,  Kensworth  and  not  into  the  Council's 
sewers;  this  was  not  a sa.tisf actory  arrangement. 


21  cesspools  and  small  s ewage  disposal  plants  served  properties  in  Robin  Lane, 
Hemsworth  a.nd  as  most  of  the  cesspools  readily  admitted  surface  waiter,  they  were  a 
continual  source  of  nuisance.  Consideration  had  been  given  during  1961  to  sewering 
Robin  Lane,  and  this  matter  was  pursued  until  a tender  of  £6,817.  9s.  6d.  was 
accepted  in  August  for  this  work;  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  work  began  on  the 
erection  of  a Sewage  Ejector  Station  at  Robin  La,nc,  Hemsworth  as  the  part  of  the 
sewerage  scheme. 

The  intended  sewering  of  parts  of  the  Station  Road  and  Royd  Moor  areas  of 
Hemsworth  was  within  the  overall  scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Hemsworth  Sewage 
Works  and  will  result  eventually  in  the  elimination  of  a further  21  cesspools.

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(d)  Public  Conveniences, 

Public  conveniences  were  sited  at  Fitzwilliam,  Kinsley  and  Hensworth  and 
unfortunately  were  subjected  to  continual  misuse  throughout  the  year.  At  tines,  they 
were , in  fact,  unsuitable  for  use  due  to  sheer  vandalism.  Most  Local  Authorities 
had  similar  problems. 

Accommodation  has  been  required  at  Cross  Hill,  Hemsworth  for  many  years  in  one  of 
the  busiest  parts  of  the  district  and  the  centre  for  much  bus  traffic.  The  Council, 
as  in  recent  years,  carefully  considered  all  possible  sites  for  the  provision  of 
accommodation,  but  again  without  making  any  progress  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Accommodation  provided  at  the  two  railway  stations  within  the  district  was 
investigated  following  a complaint  and  a-ccommodation  at  Fitzwilliam  found  to  be 
completely  unsatisfactory. 

I made  reference  last  year  to  the  ever  increasing  use  by  the  motoring  public  of 
the  "lay-by"  in  the  Pontefract  Road  area  for  a temporary  halt  where  sanitary 
accommodation  was  not  available.  A need  for  accommodation  certainly  appeared  to  be 
required. 

(e)  Drainage  - G-eneral  Position. 

Hemsworth,  Kinsley  and  Fitzwilliam  continued  to  bo  served  by  sewage  works  which 
were  either  grossly  overloaded  or  required  extensive  alteration  and  works  of  improvemen 

However,  19^2  brought  about  the  final  stages  in  the  preliminary  negotiations  for 
improvement  and  enlargements  to  the  districts  sewage  works  and  sewerage  schemes  after 
many  years  of  negotiations  with  Ministry  Departments  and  Consultant  Engineers. 

Tenders  were  invited,  and  one  accepted,  for  the  reconstruction  and  enlargement  of  the 
Hemsworth  Drove  Lane  Sewage  Works,  for  the  laying  of  a sower  from  the  sewage  works  at 
Kinsley  to  Little  Hensworth,  and  for  the  sewering  of  Royd  Moor  Lane,  Pontefract  Road 
and  parts  of  Station  Road  not  served  by  sewers.  Application  was  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Dovernncnt  for  consent  to  borrow  £158,000  repayable  in 
30  years  and  £10,300  repayable  in  15  years  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  works  required. 

These  proposals  mean  that  almost  the  entire  district  will  be  served  by  sewers  in  ■ 
the  near  future ; that  the  use  of  the  Kinsley  sewage  works  will  be  discontinued  and 
that  all  sewage,  other  than  from  a part  of  Fitzwilliam,  will  be  given  treatment  at 
the  enlarged  Hemsworth  Sewage  Porks.  The  Consultant  Engineers  had  given  considoratior 
to  poossible  future  development  within  the  district  in  the  design  of  the  new  Drove  Lane 
Sewage  Porks. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  work  will  commence  in  19&3* 

4.  PATER  SUPPLY. 

Every  house  within  the  Urban  District  had  a supply  of  towns  water.  It  was 
obtained  from  Barnsley  Corporation  supplies  and  distributed  by  the  Hemsworth  Joint 
Pater  Board  until  the  closure  of  the  Board  during  the  year  when  distribution  was  then 
undertaken  by  the  Barnsley  Corporation  Pater  Board. 

Supplies  at  Fitzwilliam  and  at  the  higher  reaches  of  Kinsley  have  been  limited 
at  certain  periods  daily  for  many  years  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  was  a , 
considerable  improvement  in  supplies  following  the  provision  of  an8"  water  main  from  ( 
Barnsley  Road,  Hemsworth  to  Fitzwilliam  which  was  completed  in  June.  L 

The  water  is  mainly  an  upland  supply  comparatively  soft  by  na.ture  but  it  is 
understood  that  in  recent  years  seme  borehole  water  has  formed  part  of  the  supply  to 
give  it  a slightly  harder  nature.  There  were  no  adverse  reports  concerning  its  purity 
which  was  under  constant  surveillance  by  the  Barnsley  Corporation  Pater  Board. 

Routine  water  sampling  was  not  undertaken  locally  during  1962.

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Future 


The  Barnsley  Corporation  Water  Board  will  he  responsible  for  the  supply  of  water 
to  the  district.  In  addition  to  Pennine  sources  and  deep  borehole  supplies  a project 
for  the  extraction  of  water  from  the  Yorkshire  River  Derwent  is  in  progress  designed 
to  meet  foreseeable  future  water  requirements. 

5.  RATS  AND  MICE  CONTROL. 

(a)  There  was  a demand  for  the  services  of  a man  for  work  under  this  heading 
during  the  year.  While  the  days  of  large  scale  infestations  appear  to  have  gone  as  a 
result  of  work  over  the  past  few  years,  it  seems  impossible  to  totally  eradicate  these 
pests.  Complaints  received  during  the  year  were  all  of  infestations  concerning  one  or 
two  rats  or  mice  seen  about  various  properties.  22  such  infestations  required  attention. 

Routine  inspections  of  likely  sources  of  infestations  - viz.  sewage  works,  refuse 
tips,  farms  and  allotments,  played  a large  part  in  preventing  the  occurrence  of  heavy 
infestations.  "Warf  arinif  Baits  were  laid  at  the  more  likely  sources  of  infestations  and 
were  perhaps  the  reason  for  success  in  almost  eliminating  the  rats  and  mice  population, 
locally.  Similar  work,  of  course,  takes  place  in  other  districts. 

Where  infestations  had  any  possible  association  with  drainage,  test  baiting  of 
associated  drains  and  sewers  was  carried  out. 

M Sewer  Control.. 

A 10 fo  test  was  undertaken  of  all  the  manholes  on  the  sewerage  system  of  the  district 
during  the  year.  Where  there  was  evidence  of  a rat  infestation  the  affected  manholes 
and  associated  manholes,  were  given  a full  poison  treatment. 

( c ) Threshing  of  Ricks. 

Inspections  were  made  to  ensure  that  the  Contractors  fenced  round  ricks  to  prevent 
the  escape  of  rats  and  mice  during  the  threshing  operations.  One  or  two  Contractors  were 
noted  to  be  reluctant  to  carry  out  fencing  work  and  careful  attention  was  given  to  this 
matter.  Infestations  of  ricks  were,  however  noted  to  be  fairly  light. 

( d)  Barnsley  and.  District  Workable  Area  Committee. 

The  Council  continued  its  representation  on  the  Barnsley  and  District  Workable  Area 
Committee  which  was  set  up  many  years  ago  to  discuss  rodent  control  problems  and  to 
obtain  expert  advice  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture's  office  engaged  on  research  work.

6.  FACTORIES . 

Those  premises  require  registration  and  are  readily  divided  into  two  groups:-* 

(a)  Those  with  mechanical  power  for  the  processes  involved; 

(b)  Those  without  mechanical  power  other  than  for  lighting  and  heating  for  the 
processes  involved. 

36  factories  were  registered  within  the  district.  27  were  classified  as  having 
mechanical  power  and  9 without  mechanical  power. 

All  were  subjected  to  the  provisions  of  the  Factories  Acts  1937  and  1939  which 
placod  duties  on  the  Council  relative  to  the  provision  and  maintenance  by  the  occujiiers 
of  the  factories  of  sanitary  accommodation  available  for  the  use  cf  employees,  and  to 
the  general  standards  of  cleanliness  of  the  premises  used. 
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70  visits  of  inspections  were  made  to  factory  premises  during  the  year. 

All  were  premises  subjected  to  inspection  by  the  Factories  Inspector  whose  offices 
were  at  Wakefield  and  with  whom  a limited  liason  was  kept. 

Attention  to  fire  escape  provisions  concerning  the  larger  factories  came  within 
the  duties  of  the  County  Council’s  Fire  Service  Department.

7.  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Investigations  were  made  during  the  year  on  behalf  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  into  case  histories  of  certain  notifiable  diseases,  e.g.  scarlet  fever  and 
dysentery. 

8.  PETROLEUM  STORA&E. 

1 6 premises  storing  petroleum  spirit  required  to  be  licensed  for  this  purpose 
in  accordance  with  the  Petroleum  Acts  and  Regulations. 

The  main  concern  in  licensing  these  premises  is  with  the  safety  precautions 
against  fire  and  it  has  been  the  practice  in  recent  years  to  invite  the  Fire  Prevention 
Department  of  the  7/cst  Riding  County  Council  Fire  Service  to  inspect  all  premises 
before  the  renewal  of  an  annual  licence.  It  is  on  the  receipt  of  a satisfactory 
report  from  the  Fire  Service  that  a licence  is  issued.  Certain  notices  have  to  be 
affixed  to  the  premises  and  fire  precaution  duties  are  required  of  the  owners  of  the 
premises  when  receiving  supplies  of  petroleum  spirit. 
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SECTION  II. 

1 • FOOD  ADHINIS TRATI OH  AND  INSPECTION, 

All  our  duties  under  this  heading  were  directed  towards  the  clean  handling 
preparation  and  sale  of  food  from  food  premises,  and  it  was  thought  that  the  food  shoj 
within  the  district  achieved  a high  standard  of  food  hygiene  throughout  1 562. 

Many  travelling  shops  operated  during  the  year  throughout  the  district  and  they 
too  were  under  regular  surveillance.  All  owners  of  travelling  shops  were  registered 
by  the  Council  and  this  was  a control  of  real  use  as  action  could  be  taken  to  withdrav 
registration  where  any  van  was  considered  to  be  unsatisfactory.  All  the  vans  except 
one  known  to  be  retailing  within  the  district  were  fitted  with  hot  and  cold  water 
supplies  suitable  for  hand  washing,  although  unfortunately,  this  in  itself  was  no 
guarantee  that  the  equipment  was  regularly  used  or  used  at  all. 


The  work  under  this  main  heading  has  been  itemised  as  follows 


(a) 


There  were  four  licensed  slaughterhouse s within  the  district,  one  of  which  under- 
took a considerable  amount  of  work  during  the  year.  Duties  of  neat  inspection  work 
wore  required,  d.aily.  Again,  as  in  past  years,  the  neat  inspection  service  occupied 
a good  deal  of  the  tine  available  to  the  department  and  due  to  the  irregular  hours  of 
slaughtering,  inspection  work  was  required  during  some  of  the  evenings  of  each  week, 
every  Saturday,  and  more  often  than  not  every  Sunday. 

It  is  a specialised  service  requiring  the  inspection  of  carcasses  and  offals  of 
all  cattle,  calves,  sheep  and.  pigs  slaughtered  locally,  and  is  undertaken  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  slaughter.  It  follows  an  approved  method  of  inspection  laid  down 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  fisheries  and.  Food.  Animals  are,  of  course,  subject  ' 
disease  and.  to  certain  parasitic  conditions  and  inspection  of  carcasses  fox1  fitness  i: 
thereby  essential. 

( 

fortunately,  the  qua.lity  of  animal  bought  by  local  butchers  foi-  slaughter  was  e: 
good,  and  as  a result  there  was  little  wastage  by  disease.  As  the  figures  show,  : 

parasitic  conditions  were  the  major  cause  of  condemnation. 

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  was  negligible  and  thereby  most  remarkable  especial  j 
when  reference  is  made  to  similar  reports  of  condemnations  of  moat  in  recent  years.

The  total  weight  of  neat  and  offals  unfit  for  human  consumption  was  approximate! 
7 tons  l6  cwts.  73  lbs.  of  which  .9^  was  duo  to  tuberculosis. 

(b)  Disposal  of  Unsound  Meat,  jDffals  and  Waste  Materials. 

The  quantity  of  this  material  available  for  disposal  weekly  amounted  to  several 
hundredweights  and  would  have  presented  a serious  problem  for  disposal  locally. 
Fortunately,  there  were  processing  plants  in  adjoining  towns  willing  to  take  these 
materials  and  a daily  clearance  from  the  main  slaughterhouse,  and  as  required  from 
the  smaller  slaughterhouses,  was  undertaken  without  any  nuisance. 

(c)  Heat  Distribution  to  Butchers  Shops. 

The  wholesaling  butcher’s  business  at  Market  Street  sent  out  carcass  meat  and 
offals  (heads,  tongues,  livers,  hearts,  lungs)  to  many  shops  in  adjoining  towns. 

The  vans  used  for  this  purpose  were  considered  satisfactory  and  a credit  to  the  firm 
concerned  while  the  handling  of  neat  by  the  employees  was  also  highly  satisfactory. 


All  four  slaughterhouses  required  to  be  registered  annually  for  this  purpose  by  1 
the  Council  and  were  subjected  to  an  inspection  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food.  Ail  slaughtering  work  at  the  four  slaughterhouses  was  carried 
out  in  a satisfactory  manner  and  no  nuisance  arose  as  a result  of  their  use  during  th 
year. 

( e ) Food  Contamination, 

There  is  always  a danger  of  the  contamination  of  food  by  foreign  bodies  by  some  j 
carelessness  or  by  sheer  misfortune.  Manufacturers  of  food  invariably  make  every 
effort  to  prevent  this  and  go  to  considerable  lengths  in  this  connection. 

There  were,  however,  two  complaints  concerning  broad  during  19&2.  A wrapped 
loaf  sold  to  a Hemsworth  housewife  by  a Rotherham  Bakery  contained  a rubber  band 
and  a Fitzwilliam  housewife  found  a small  bandage  in  an  unwrapped  loaf  of  broad  sold 
by  a Bradford  Bakery.  The  Management  of  both  bakeries  expressed  concern.  The 
Council  decided  that  a warning  be  given  of  possible  legal  action  in  any  future  case,  ; 

Another  source  of  contamination  concerned  contamination  of  food  in  the  course  of 
preparation,  handling  and  sale  by  dust,  dirt  and  food  poisoning  organisms.  It  was 
in  this  connection  that  much  time  was  devoted  to  visits  to  food  shops  and  to 
disaussions  with  food  handlers  during  19&2  in  an  advisory  cajjacity. 

(f ) Shops  Act  1950  ~ Section  38. 

This  part  of  the  Act  concerns  the  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  in  shops 
and  facilities  for  the  physical  comfort  of  shop  worker.  It  was  noted  during  the 
particularly  cold  weather  of  the  early  part  of  19^2  that  the  temperature  of  some  shop 
was  unreasonably  low.  Managements  of  the  shops  concerned  were  asked  to  provide,  and 
did  in  fact  provide,  additional  heating  facilities. 
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( g ) Milk  Production _and  Sale. 


There  was  one  snail  fana  bottling  dairy  within  the  district  and  it  was  subjected 
to  control  by  the  appropriate  department  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food.  By  far  the  majority  of  milk  retailed  and  sold  was  bottled  by  one  or  other  of 
the  daily  firms  operating  from  large  adjoining  towns  and  the  customer  had  a choice  of 
"Pasteurised" , "Tuberculin  Tested  Haw"  and  "Sterlised"  milks  delivered  to  the  door  by 
roundsmen  working  from  either  electrically  controlled  or  petrol  driven  vans. 

Two  milk  vending  machines  were  in  use,  one  at  Fit z william  and  one  at  Hemsworth, 
offering  a carton  of  milk  for  6d.  The  milk  was  a refrigerated  supply  of  "TT"  Haw 
Milk  and  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  milk  and  dairy  regulations.  There 
was  a good  demand  for  this  milk  and  as  a result  there  was  little  likelihood  of  an 
unduly  long  storage  within  the  machines.  The  management  had  to  face  the  usual 
problem  of  its  machines  put  temporarily  out  of  use  by  irresponsible  people  who  used 
a variety  of  ways  including  sticks  and  chewing  gum  for  this  purpose. 

( h ) Ice  Cream. 

37  shops  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-crcam  within  the  district.  There 
vras  a daily  sale  of  ice  cream  by  retailing  vans  which  required  registration  and  which 
were  subjected  to  inspection  for  cleanliness  from  time  to  tine.  I o ice-cream  was 
manufactured  within  the  district.  Sampling  was  not  undertaken  for  purity  as  this  was 
undertaken  at  the  source  of  manufacture  by  the  local  authority  concerned. 
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SECTION  III. 

1.  AIR  POLLUTION. 

The  Coke  Oven  Battery  at  Fit 2, william  closed  down  with  little  advance  warning 
during  May,  and  as  a result  the  main  source  of  snolce  and  fumes  nuisance  within  the 
district  disappeared  almost  overnight.  Unfortunately  there  was  another  side  to  the 
report  in  that  many  employees  of  the  Company  concerned  were  thrown  out  of  work. 

Colliery  boilers  using  coal  at  Fitzwilliam  have  long  been  me chanically  fired  and 
no  smoke  nuisance  was  apparent  from  the  two  large  chimneys. 

Coal  fired  colliery  locomotives,  however,  in  daily  use  at  Fitzwilliam  were  a 
source  of  nuisance  and  regularly  emitted  black  smoke  in  large  quantities  at  a low  level 
the  management  was  again  asked  to  give  tliis  matter  attention  and  urged  to  seek  the 
co-operation  of  the  locomotive  drivers. 

There  were  no  industrial  smoke  problems  at  Kinsley. 

At  Hensworth,  the  Brickworks  chimney  in  Kirkby  Road,  towering  some  170  feet, 
was  the  sole  regular  offender  by  the  use  of  coal  fired  brick  kilns;  consultations 
were  held  with  the  management  and  stokers  in  an  attempt  to  reduce  emissions  of  black 
smoke . 


Throughout  the  district  there  was  pollution  of  the  air  by  smoke,  grit  and  soot 
from  house  chimneys.  Almost  every  house  burnt  coal  on  "open"  grates  for  household 
heating  purposes  and  in  concentrations  of  house  property  pollution  was  apparent  on 
most  days  of  the  year,  and  cold  foggy  days  brought  out  the  worst  conditions. 

The  Clean  Air  Act  1956  was  in  operation.  This  Act  envisaged  a smoke  free 
Country,  built  up  from  smoke  control  arears  instituted  by  local  authorities,  and  there 
were,  in  fact,  1,303  arears  throughout  England  and  Wales  affecting  over  one  million 
premises  within  smoke  control  areas  at  the  end  of  1962.  Some  of  these  areas  were 
within  the  Yorkshire  Coalfield.  The  Council  considered,  however,  that  it  Could  not 
take  part  in  this  v/ork  at  the  present  time  because  of  problems  associated  with  the 
concessionary  coal  allowance  to  the  many  miners  within  the  district.  Unfortunately, 
the  high  price  of  an  alternative  solid  smokeless  fuel  gave  little  incentive  to  local 
residents  with  voluntary  intentions  of  "going  smokeless". 

New  housing  estates  scheduled  to  be  built  in  the  next  few  years  will  not, 
unfortunately,  be  smokeless  areas  from  the  start  although  firegrates  for  each  house 
or  bungalow  will  comply  with  byelaws  and  be  suitable  for  burning  smokeless  fuels. 

A limited  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  has  taken  place  within  the  distric 
during  past  years  and  this  continued  during  1 9^2  •' Equipment  sited  at  Vale  Head  Park 
was  offered  for  sale  by  the  County  Council  at  a nominal  sun  in  February  and  the  Counci 
took  over  the  equipment  and  net  the  monthly  fee  of  the  Bradford  Analyst  for  its 
examination  during  1 3o2. 

Equipment  at  -^dis  combo  House,  Barnsley  Road,  Hensworth  measured  daily  concentrati 
cf  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  and  gave  one  the  opportunity  to  note  how  a white  filter 
paper  takes  on  a black  appearance  after  2 A hours  exposure  to  the  local  atmosphere. 

Diesel  fumes  added  to  the  contamination  in  the  vicinity  of  roads  and  were  a 
nuisance  on  any  sharp  incline  within  the  district. 

The  following  figures  are  shown  of  soctfall  readings  at  Vale  Head  Park.  They, 
of  course,  apply  only  to  Vale  Head  Park  and  it  would,  indeed,  be  interesting  to  see 
comparative  figures  for  other  sites  within  the  district  nearer  to  concentr  bio ns  of 
house  property.

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SECTION  IV. 

1 . DEFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSE. 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  undertaken  from  all  premises  within  the  district. 
This  service  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  was  put  to  the  test  during  January 
and  February  when  weather  conditions  were  extremely  severe. 

The  district  was  divided  into  two  parts  for  the  purposes  of  refuse  collection 
and  two  vehicles  and  ten  men  were  in  regular  employment.  A third  vehicle  was  used 
to  give  a waste  paper  collection  service  to  shop>s,  factories,  schools  and  offices 
and  for  relief  refuse  collection  work. 

A 12/20  cubic  yard  "Eagle"  rear  loading  vehicle,  fitted  with  compression  apparatus 
and  purchased  in  i960,  gave  satisfactory  service  and  it  was  decided  to  replace  the  side 
loading  vehicle  in  use  throughout  the  year  by  a similar  rear  loading  vehicle  early  in 
19^3.  Maintenance  of  the  refuse  vehicles  was  again  undertaken  satisfactorily  by  a 
local  garage. 

The  refuse  collectors  were  issued  with  suitable  protective  clothing  during  the 
year,  viz.  donkey  jackets,  rubber  boots,  overalls  and  gloves. 

Disposal  of  the  mass  of  daily  refuse  required  to  be  under  careful  control; 
indiscriminate  dumping  of  refuse  would,  of  course,  have  led  to  nuisance  by  fires, 
smell,  flics,  rats,  windblown  paper  and  much  unsightliness.  All  refuse  was  disposed 
of  by  the  "controlled  tipping  method"  - whereby  a 6ft.  layer  of  refuse  on  a 15  yd. 
frontage  was  consolidated  continually  by  the  refuse  vehicles  as  the  tip  advanced. 

A low- lying  wet  site  to  the  roar  of  the  Kinsley  Sports  Stadium  was  used  for  the 
disposal  of  refuse  until  July;  the  surface,  front  and  completed  sides  were  covered 
with  soil  and  no  doubt  the  raised  land  will  now  be  put  to  some  use  by  the  owner. 

It  was  not  a really  suitable  site  due  to  its  proximity  to  house  property  when  the 
persistence  of  strong  winds  added  to  difficulties  of  disposal  due  to  the  light  nature 
of*  the  refuse. 

During  the  rest  of  the  year,  disposal  of  refuse  took  place  at  a much  more  suitable 
site  on  low  lying  land  adjacent  to  Scholey’s  Bridge,  Pontefract  Road,  Kemsworth, 

Tipping  space  is  available  for  a further  two  or  three  years  and  apart  from  the 
satisfactory  disposal  of  refuse,  a low  lying  site  of  some  10  acres  will  eventually  be 
brought  back  into  cultivation  by  raising  the  field  some  4'  6".  A man  was  employed 
levelling  the  tip  and  a J.C.B.  75  Loadall  excavator  used  to  excavate  soil  in  advance 
of  the  tipping  of  refuse  and  to  rcsoil  completed  parts  of  the  refuse  tip. 

(a)  Street  Sweeping. 

The  main  roads  through  the  district  were  cleansed  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council’s  Highways  Department,  All  other  made  up  streets  and  roads  were  cleansed 
by  the  Council  and  were  under  the  control  of  the  Council's  Surveyor.  The  refuse 
collection  costs  given  below  do  not  include  street  sweeping  costs. 

( b ) Refuse  Collection  Costs.

(e)  Salvage . 

There  was  a market  for  clean  waste  paper  throughout  the  year.  Paper  collected 
either  as  a separate  service  or  removed  from  household  refuse,  was  haled  at  the 
Southmoor  Road  Depot,  Hemsworth  where  an  electrically  powered  paper  haler,  in  use  in 
rather  limited  storage  premises,  made  hales  of  approximately  1 cut. 

Disposal  of  waste  paper  was  to  the  Thanes  Board  Mills,  Warrington,  who  supplied 
transport  for  this  purpose. 

To  encourage  paper  salvage  from  refuse,  a bonus  scheme  instituted  in  1961  continued 
and  one-third  of  all  receipts  for  waste  paper  was  returned  to  the  workmen  concerned.
